Dennis  Williams,  chief  of  division  of 
geology  at  the  Provo  Bureau  of  Recla¬ 
mation,  disagrees  with  Hansen. 
Williams  said,  “We  know  that  there 
are  faults  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Jor¬ 
danelle  damsite,  but  there  are  no 
faults  in  the  present  dam  location.” 

“There  are  few  areas  where  you 
can’t  build  a  dam,”  Williams  said.  “If 
you  know  the  site  and  it’s  geographic 
complexities,  then  a  dam  can  be  de¬ 
veloped  that  will  accomodate  that  site 
safely.” 

The  Jordanelle  will  hold  320,300 
acre  feet  of  water,  twice  what  Deer 
Creek  Resevior  holds. 

The  reservior  will  provide  munici¬ 
pal  and  industrial  water  for  Wasatch, 
northern  Utah,  and  Salt  Lake  coun¬ 
ties,  and  a  supplemental  irrigation 
supply  for  Summit  and  Wasatch  coun¬ 
ties,”  according  to  Board  of  Reclama¬ 


tion  Officials. 

Construction  will  be  completed  by 
about  1992,  said  John  Larson,  U.S. 
Bureau  of  Reclamation’s  project  con¬ 
struction  engineer,  under  whose  di¬ 
rection  the  dam  will  be  built. 

Hansen  said,  “If  the  Jordanelle 
were  to  fail,  the  Wasatch  Front  will 
have  a  catastrophe  we  won’t  be  able 
to  recover  from.”

W.  Don  Budge,  professor  and  fac¬ 
ulty  advisor  for  the  student  chapter  of 
ASCE,  said  that  “many  of  these 
projects  have  enabled  civil  engineer¬ 
ing  students  to  practice  some  of  their 


engineering  skills  and  all  projects 
have  provided  an  opportunity  to  ren¬ 
der  service.” 

The  recreation  park  at  the  Utah 
State  Hospital  was  designed  for  the 
many  patients  at  the  hospital  who  are 
unable  to  to  participate  in  excursions 
leaving  the  hospital. 

“When  completed,  this  recreation 
area  will  a  provide  quiet,  secluded 
outdoor  environment  for  all  patients, 
particularly  for  those  not  able  to  leave 
the  grounds,”  said  Budge. 

An  area  surrounding  a  small  reser¬ 


voir  and  located  on  the  foothills  near 
the  hospital  has  been  cleared  and 
graded.  Picnic  tables,  landscaping, 
barbecue  grills  and  a  boat  dock  for 
easy  canoe  and  row  boat  access  are 
presently  under  construction  by  the 
students. 

Provisions  were  made  for  overhead 
lighting  and  electrical  outlets  at  table 
locations.

Federal  expenditures  in  Ut 
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MANAGUA,  Nicaragua  (AP)  —  The  leftist  Sandinista 
government  brought  Eugene  Hasenfus  before  a  tribunal 
court  Monday  and  formally  charged  him  with  violating 
public  order  and  security. 

Hasenfus  was  brought  into  the  small  courtroom  and 
moments  later  written  charges  were  presented  by  Justice 
Minister  Rodrigo  Reyes.  The  court’s  president,  Reynaldo 
Monterrey,  then  read  them  aloud  and  they  were  trans¬ 
lated  to  English  by  n  interpreter. 

If  convicted,  the  45-year-old  American  faces  up  to  30 
years  in  prison.  He  was  captured  Oct.  6  by  government 
troops  aftee  surviving  the  shooting  down  of  a  plane  fer¬ 
rying  supplies  to  Contra  rebels. 

Hasenfus’  wife  Sally  arrived  at  the  courtroom,  which 
was  packed  with  journalists,  just  before  the  court  session 
began.  She  was  accompanied  by  U.S.  Consul  Donald 
Tyson. 

Hasenfus’  Nicaraguan  lawyer,  Enrique  Sotelo  Borgen, 
also  attended  the  session.  Portions  of  it  were  broadcast  on 
the  government’s  Voice  of  Nicaragua  radio. 

Earlier,  Hasenfus’  lawyer  had  criticized  the  govern¬ 


ment  for  denying  him  access  to  his  client  before  court 
proceedings  began. 

“Hasenfiis  is  in  a  legally  indefensible  position  because  he 
has  been  unable  to  see  his  attorney  or  his  family  before  the 
trial,”  Sotelo  Borgen  said  Monday. 

Hasenfus,  of  Marinette,  Wis.,  was  captured  a  day  after 
a  C-123  cargo  plane  was  shot  down  by  Sandinista  troops. 
Three  othrs  aboard,  two  Americans  and  a  third  still  not 
identified,  were  killed. 

The  cargo  plane  was  ferrying  supplies  to  U.S. -backed 
Contra  rebels  who  are  fighting  to  overthrow  Nicaragua’s 
government. 


Hasenfus’  wife  and  his  brother,  William,  arrived  in 
Managua  Sunday  night  and  were  met  by  U.S.  Embassy 
officials  at  Augusto  Cesar  Sandino  International  Airport. 
They  did  not  speak  to  reporters. 

The  People’s  Tribunal  is  a  judicial  body  created  in  1983 
to  prosecute  people  accused  of  counter-revolutionary 
activity.  Each  panel  consists  of  a  lawyer  and  two  lay 
people,  all  enerally  active  in  Sandinista  organizations. 


Pres.  Machel  of  Mozambique  killed  in  plane  crash 


KOMATIPOORT,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  President 
Samora  Machel  of  Mozambique,  who  led  his  Marxist  na¬ 
tion  through  11  crisis-ridden  years  of  independence,  was 
killed  when  his  plane  crashed  into  a  rainswept  South  Afri¬ 
can  hillside. 

Marcelino  dos  Santos,  No.  2  man  in  Mozambique’s  rul¬ 
ing  Frelimo  party,  said  in  a  nationwide  radio  address  that 
Machel,  53,  and  other  senior  officials  died  in  the  crash  of 
the  presidential  plane  Sunday  night  just  across  the  border 
in  South  Africa  “in  circumstances  not  yet  clarified.” 

South  Africa  said  all  but  10  of  the  39  people  aboard  were 
killed. 

The  first  official  confirmation  by  Machel’s  government 
came  more  than  12  hours  after  dos  Santos  said  in  his  first 
announcement  on  the  radio  that  the  president’s  jet  had  not 


returned  on  schedule  from  Zambia.  The  radio  played 
solemn  music  throughout  the  day. 

He  said  Monday  night  that  a  60-day  period  of  national 
mourning  had  been  declared. 

The  Soviet-built  plane  crashed  200  yards  inside  South 
Africa’s  frontier  with  Mozambique  about  30  miles  south  of 
this  border  town,  said  the  South  African  foreign  minister, 
R.F.  Botha. 

South  Africa’s  Bureau  for  Information  said  the  Soviet 
pilot  and  nine  other  people  survived  the  crash.  Among  the 
senior  officials  killed  was  Transport  Minister  Luis  Alcan¬ 
tara  Santos,  it  said. 

Machel’s  body  was  brought  to  Komatipoort  by  truck  and 
flown  to  Maputo,  the  bureau  said  at  a  temporary  office  it 
established  here. 


Federal  government  expenditures 
are  having  a  major  economic  impact 
on  some  Utah  counties,  and  the  over¬ 
all  effect  on  Utah  in  1985  was  equal  to 
$3,014  per  capita,  or  31  percent  of 
total  personal  income  for  the  state.

1985. 

Federal  expenditures  in  Utah 
County  include  $41,596,000  in  grant 
awards  to  governmental  units,  indi¬ 
viduals  and  institutions;  $28,772,000 
in  federal  salary  and  wage  payments; 
$150,057,000  in  disbursements  for  So¬ 
cial  Security,  federal  employee  re¬ 
tirement  and  disability  programs; 
$31,289,000  in  other  payments  to  indi¬ 
viduals;  $25,001,000  in  procurement 
contracts;  and  $2,482,000  in  miscella¬ 
neous  federal  outlays. 

A  major  factor  included  within 
Utah  County  federal  spending  figures 
is  disbursements  for  defense  activi¬ 
ties.

!  the  day  arrived,  I  joined  the 
,'Rock  Canyon.  I  watched  as 
sts  were  instructed  in  the 
;ay  to  put  the  harness  on  and 


concerning  how  to  go  down  the  side  of 
a  40-foot  cliff  by  the  gate  in  the 
canyon. 

At  this  point,  I  was  asked  by  the 
commanding  officer,  Maj.  William 
Pratt,  if  I  would  like  to  try  it.  Being 
one  of  those  people  who  will  try  al¬ 
most  anything  once,  and  twice  if  I  like 
it,  I  said  sure. 

I  was  then  asked  to  sign  a  form 
stating  that  I  had  medical  insurance, 
and  that  I  wouldn’t  hold  them  respon¬ 
sible  if  I  should  get  hurt  or  become 
either  a  basket  case  or  a  damp  spot  on 
the  canyon  floor. 

I  climbed  up  the  side  next  to  those 
ready  to  descend  the  cliff. 

As  we  waited  in  line  to  go  down  the 
cliff,  I  was  reminded  of  the 
“Kamikazee  Scotsman”  sketch  from 
“Monty  Python’s  Flying  Circus,” 
where  Scotsmen  in  kilts  with  bag¬ 
pipes  jumped  out  of  a  window  to  their 
deaths  as  part  of  their  training. 

Finally,  it  was  my  turn. 

Butterfly  stomach 

As  I  stood  on  the  edge  of  the  cliff,  I 
thought  I  felt  500  butterflies  flying 
around  the  inside  of  my  stomach.  An 
army  ranger  named  Captain  Hender¬ 
son,  hooked  me  up  to  the  rope  and  told 
me  to  pay  attention  in  case  I  needed  to 
know  how  to  do  this  type  of  thing  in 
the  future. 

“Is  it  too  late  to  chicken  out?”  I 
asked. 

“Yes  it  is.  There  is  only  one  way 
down,”  he  replied,  indicating  the  di¬ 
rection  the  rope  ran. 

He  then  told  me  to  step  on  some 


rocks  on  the  side  of  the  cliff  and  lean 
over  the  side.  My  feet  refused  to  coop¬ 
erate. 

Capt.  Henderson  asked  me  what  I 
was  afraid  of,  so  we  could  try  and  deal 
with  my  fears. 

“No.  1  —  I’m  afraid  of  falling,”  I 
said. 

Henderson  reasoned,  “This  rope 
will  support  2,000  pounds  and  there  is 
a  man  belaying  you  who  won’t  let  you 
fall.” 

“No.2  —  I’m  afraid  of  this  height.” 

“That  is  something  that  you  have  to 
deal  with  yourself,”  Henderson  said. 

Overcome  fears 

Then  he  explained  that  these  exer¬ 
cises  helped  the  cadets  overcome 
their  fears  and  gain  self-confidence. 

So  I  started  down  the  side  but  my 
feet  got  wedged  in  a  crevace  four  feet 
down  from  the  top. 

I  choked  as  I  found  myself  upside 
down  35  feet  over  the  bottom  of  Rock 
Canyon.  I  did  the  natural  thing  to  do 
in  that  situation.  I  yelled  at  the  top  of 
my  lungs  —  “I’m  falling!  Pull  me  up!” 
I  was  positive  all  of  Utah  Valley  could 
hear  me. 

Capt.  Henderson  assured  me  I 
wasn’t  falling  and  told  me  to 
straighten  my  legs  out,  which  I 
couldn’t  do. 

I  was  even  told  to  let  go  of  the  rope, 
so  I  could  move  around  better.  That 
advice  did  not  go  over  with  me  too 
well  and  I  said  I  couldn’t  do  it. 

With  the  help  of  Capt.  Henderson  I 
managed  to  get  my  feet  free  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  down  the  cliff. 


“How’m  I  doing?”  I  asked,  using 
the  famous  quote  of  New  York’s 
Mayor  Ed  Koch. 

‘Doing  fine’ 

“You’re  doing  fine,”  came  the  reply 
from  overhead. 

“For  a  journalist,”  I  added,  feeling 
like  a  total  idiot. 

“American  journalists  are  the 
bravest  in  the  world.  They  live  in 
places  like  Beirut  and  Moscow,” 
Capt.  Henderson  said  yelling  down 
reassurance. 

When  I  was  12  feet  above  the 
ground,  I  was  told  once  again  to  let  go 
of  the  rope.  I  let  go  and  to  my  amaze¬ 
ment  I  didn’t  fall. 

I  proceeded  down  to  the  ground, 
and  50  army  cadets  started  cheering. 
I  yelled  up  to  Capt.  Henderson  that  I 
made  it  to  the  ground,  took  off  the 
harness  and  walked  over  to  where  I 
left  my  knapsack.  At  this  point,  I  was 
breathless  and  my  knees  had  the  sup¬ 
portive  quality  of  gelatin. 

The  cadets  told  me  they  were  wor¬ 
ried  that  the  headlines  were  going  to 
read  “Army  cadets  try  to  kill  re¬ 
porter.”  I  assured  them  that  I  was 
more  mad  at  myself  than  anything.  I 
walked  over  to  Maj .  Pratt  and  apolo¬ 
gized  to  him  for  my  conduct.  He  said 
not  to  worry  about  it  and  that  his  only 
worry  is  those  who  have  no  fear.  That 
gave  me  some  comfort. 

I  then  returned  to  the  newsroom, 
grabbing  a  soda  to  calm  me  down,  and 
proceeded  to  work  at  my  computer, 
wondering  why  electrical  engineering 
students  don’t  have  days  like  this.

Richards  explained  that  the  BYU 
Development  Office  carries  out  the 
campaign  by  either  approaching  peo¬ 
ple  and  organizations,  or  by  writing, 
telling  potential  doners  what  BYU 
would  need  in  the  next  five  years. 

Richards  said  the  people  who  are 
approached  include  members  of  the 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  and  other  organizations, 
including  corporations,  firms  and  pri¬ 
vate  companies. 

“There  has  been  a  very  good  re¬ 
sponse  from  them  all,”  Richards  said. 

He  said  money  has  also  come  from 
the  government  and  government 
agencies. 

He  said  the  campaign  is  not  only 
carried  out  in  the  United  States,  but 
in  other  countries  as  well. 

“Most  of  the  donations  come  from 
within  the  United  States  and 
Canada,”  Richards  said. 

Most  of  the  donors  give  towards  the 


end  of  each  year  of  the  campaign. 

The  donations  include  cash  and 
non-cash  items,  Richards  said. 

“The  non-cash  items  include  prop¬ 
erties  such  as  land,  animals  for  live¬ 
stock  research,  art  collections,  stocks 
and  bonds,  medical  equipment,  trac¬ 
tors  for  Indian  farms  research,  medi¬ 
cal  equipment,  books  and  many 
more,”  he  said. 

Richards  said  the  money  donations 
are  used  for  such  things  as  increasing 
salaries  of  the  faculty  staff;  paying  for 
chairs  —  specific  honors  for  certain 
researches;  hiring  new  faculty  staff  or 
attracting  new  ones;  and  for  main¬ 
taining  some  of  the  buildings. 

Richards  said  without  the  money 
coming  from  donors,  various  pro¬ 
grams  at  BYU  could  not  have  been 
carried  out  effectively.

Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
most  are  not.  The  blacks  who  are  not 
members  of  the  church  are  in  still  an¬ 
other  minority,  she  said.  Their  back¬ 
grounds  and  personalities  are  as  a 
varied  as  the  rest  of  BYU’s  cosmo¬ 
politan  population. 

“I’m  not  sure  why,  but  it  felt 
strange  going  up  to  another  black  stu¬ 
dent  and  saying,  ‘hi,  I’m  black  too,’ 
said  Brangan.  “The  BSA  gives  us  a 
reason  to  be  friends.  We’re  concen¬ 
trating  on  the  social,”  she  said.  “We 
want  to  help  each  other  feel  comfort¬ 
able.  ” 

Another  goal  of  the  BSA  is  to  edu¬ 
cate  its  members  and  the  rest  of  the 
student  body  on  black  culture.  Mem¬ 
bers  are  currently  helping  with  the 
Religion  in  Africa  Conference  which 
will  be  held  Oct.  23-25  at  the  Kennedy 
Center.  There  is  an  African  art  collec¬ 
tion  presently  on  display  also  at  the 
Kennedy  Center  which  association 
members  helped  with. 

Next  semester,  the  BSA  plans  a 
Black  Awareness  Week  on  campus. 


It  plans  to  have  displays  on 
culture  and  possibly  serve  foods  typi¬ 
cal  of  black  cultures.  “That  will  be  our 
major  achievement  of  the  year,”  said 
Brangan.  “We’re  excited  about  it.” 

During  winter  semester,  BSA 
wants  to  bring  in  some  well-known 
blacks  such  as  Thurgood  Marshall  to 
speak. 

It  also  hopes  to  get  a  course  in  black 
history  started. 

By  helping  the  BYU  community 
become  more  informed  of  black  cul¬ 
ture,  the  association  feels  it  is  helping 
the  LDS  Church  with  missionary 
work  among  blacks  and  relieve  preju¬ 
dices  on  both  sides. 

Ashford  and  Brangan  said  they 
have  not  felt  prejudice  at  BYU  but 
Ashford  added  he  has  felt  out  of  place 
at  times  in  the  Provo  community. 
“Sometimes  when  I  go  into  the  super¬ 
market  I  notice  people  are  staring  at 
me  and  I  wonder,  ‘Why  are  they  star¬ 
ing  at  me  J” 

Ashford  felt  that  if  the  missionaries 
and  general  Church  membership 


prospers 

an  African  made  the  effort  to  know  more  about 


the  black  culture  it  would  show  a  gen¬ 
uine  concern  for  black  people. 

“I  think  the  only  way  the  Church  is 
going  to  make  significant  gains  in  get¬ 
ting  blacks  into  the  Church  is  by  un¬ 
derstanding  more  about  the  point  of 
view  of  black  people,”  said  Ashford, 
who  served  a  LDS  Church  mission  to 
the  Philippines. 

Ashford  said  that  the  major  prob¬ 
lem  for  blacks  when  they  consider 
joining  the  LDS  Church  is  the  priest¬ 
hood  issue.  The  Church  did  not  allow 
blacks  to  hold  the  priesthood  until 
June  1978. 

The  BSA  floundered  last  year  but  is 
much  stronger  this  year. 

“A  lot  of  the  black  students  are 
skeptical  about  the  need  for  the  club 
but  we’re  gradually  growing,”  said 
Aull.  “Once  they  come  to  a  meeting 
and  hear  our  plans  they  get  excited 
too.  We’re  not  going  to  let  it  die.” 

The  BSA  holds  their  meetings 
Tuesday  at  7  p.m.  in  room  257  in  the 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  Center.

Appalachian  music  inspires 


student  to  work  hard

They  call  themselves  the  best  blue- 
grass  band  this  side  of  Timpanogos. 

When  they’re  not  traveling  around 
the  world  playing  folk  music  as  the 
BYU  International  Folkdance  Band, 
“Fire  on  the  Mountain”  is  treating  the 
locals  to  some  good  ol’  foot-stomping, 
mountain  music. 

“Fire  on  the  Mountain”  is  available 
for  anybody  in  Utah.  “We’re  not  ex¬ 
clusive  to  people  with  money,”  said 
Rick  Davis,  the  band’s  banjo  player. 
“We’ll  do  a  30-minute  show  for  $100. 
We’re  more  concerned  with  the 
preservation  of  American  folk  mu¬ 
sic.” 

It  seemed  well  preserved  Friday 
night  when  they  won  the  Impromptu 
Concert  at  BYU 

The  band  members  met  in  a  BYU 
class  called  “Folk  Ensemble”  three 
years  ago,  according  Davis.  They 
formed  “Fire  on  the  Mountain”  and 
also  became  the  nucleus  of  BYU’s  offi¬ 
cial  band  to  travel  with  the  BYU  In¬ 
ternational  Folkdancers. 

Last  spring,  the  band  traveled 
10,000  miles  all  over  the  United 
States,  said  Davis. 

They  toured  Switzerland  and  Israel 
last  summer. 

In  1987  they  will  tour  Europe,  and 
in  1988  the  band  is  slated  to  go  to 
Korea  and  possibly  play  for  the  1988 
Winter  Olympics. 

“We’re  invited  to  two  or  three  for¬ 
eign  folk  festivals  each  year,  but  we 


can  only  attend  one,”  said  Davis.  “The 
festival  organizers  try  to  get  the  best 
performers  in  the  world  and  their  con¬ 
tacts  refer  them  to  BYU. 

They  could  get  some  of  the  doggers 
and  bluegrass  bands  from  the  south¬ 
eastern  United  States  where  that 
type  of  dance  and  music  orignated, 
but  they  ask  for  us.” 

Cloggers  stomp  the  floor  in  rhyth¬ 
mic  beats  while  doing  moves  similar 
to  squaredancing. 

Davis  said  bluegrass  and  jazz  are 
the  only  true  American  music  styles. 
“The  roots  of  any  other  type  of  music 
will  lead  you  to  another  country,”  he 
said. 

The  type  of  music  called  bluegrass 
originated  in  the  Appalachian  Moun¬ 
tains  but  was  influenced  by  British 
and  French  music  and  included  a  na¬ 
tive  Indian  type  beat,  said  Davis. 
“Bill  Monroe  and  the  Bluegrass  Boys” 
gave  the  music  its  name  in  the  1940s. 
“The  name  is  relatively  new,  but  the 
music  is  centuries  old,”  Davis  said. 

The  members  of  “Fire  on  the  Moun¬ 
tain”  include  the  band  leader,  Lynn 
Elliot  on  lead  guitar  and  the  mando¬ 
line  and  Michael  Jensen  on  the  bass 
and  back  up  vocal;  ShiRey  Carrol 
plays  the  fiddle  and  sings,  Mike  Mer¬ 
chant  plays  the  guitar  and  percussion 
(mostly  the  spoons)  and  Davis  plays 
the  banjo  and  is  a  vocalist. 

The  Gong  Show  sparked  Davis’  in¬ 
terest  in  the  banjo  and  bluegrass. 

“I  was  fascinated  by  a. guy  with  a 
gold-studded  banjo  who  played  on  the 
show,”  he  said.  “I  took  lessons  for 


seven  years. 

“The  banjo’s  not  easy  to  learn.  I 
wanted  to  smash  it  sometimes  but  I 
kept  going,”  he  said. 

Though  the  Gong  Show  inspired 
him  to  begin  playing,  his  southern 
roots,  influenced  heavily  by  the 
mountain  music  of  the  Appalachians, 
kept  him  doing  it  through  the  tough 
times. 

He  used  to  pray  that  he  didn’t  want 
to  be  the  best  but  if  he  could  just  play 
well  enough  to  do  some  good  he  would 
be  satisfied. 

He  feels  he’s  achieved  that  goal  by 
playing  in  the  International  Folk- 
dance  Band  which  represents  BYU 
and  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

Though  “Fire  on  the  Mountain”  is 
not  officially  connected  with  BYU, 
the  International  Folkdance  Band  is 
made  up  mostly  of  members  of  “Fire 
on  the  Mountain”  and  accentuates 
bluegrass  music.  They  have  used 
their  typically  bluegrass  instruments 
to  play  rock  and  roll,  jazz,  rhythm  and 
blues,  gospel  and  waltz,  said  Davis. 

“Some  of  the  prettiest  music  you 
could  hear  is  a  classical  piece  played 
on  the  banjo,”  he  said. 

The  next  local  performance  for  the 
folkdance  band  will  be  for  “Christmas 
Around  the  World”  in  December. 

In  November,  “Fire  on  the  Moun¬ 
tain”  will  perform  in  the  Madsen 
Recital  Hall.

“We  know  that  the  con¬ 
cept  has  been  internalized  and  we’ve 
reached  the  final  step  when  we  auto¬ 
matically  think,  feel  and  act  a  certain 
way.” 

Kelly  said  challenges  are  part  of  the 
design  for  life  and  essential  for  our 
growth  and  development.  Problems, 
however,  are  not  necessary,  but  re¬ 
sult  from  “hiding”  behavior  and  fol¬ 
lowing  false  principles. 

There  is  no  charge  for  the  work¬ 
shop,  but  it  takes  about  two  hours  of 
work  outside  of  the  group  to  partici¬ 
pate  meaningfully,  he  added. 

Any  student  is  invited  to  join  the 
group,  because  the  concepts  taught 
apply  to  anyone  with  challenges. 

The  workshop  is  not  necessarily  fo¬ 
cused  on  specific  problems,  but 
through  it  everyone  can  learn  a  way 
to  meet  his  challenges  and  make  the 
gospel  a  moving  power  in  his  life.

A  BYU  student  won  about  $1,300 
on  an  Oregon  game  show  last  week. 

Glen  Houghtaling,  a  senior  major¬ 
ing  in  human  resource  development 
from  Dallas,  Texas,  was  a  contestant 
on  a  local  game  show  in  Portland, 
Ore.,  where  he  won  $675  in  cash,  a 
VCR,  a  camera,  free  movies,  atrip  to 
the  Oregon  coast  for  two  nights  and  a 
$100  make-over. 

Houghtaling  lived  in  Portland  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer,  where  he  saw  the 
trivia  game  show,  “On  the  Spot,”  and 
decided  to  try  out  for  it. 

There  were  about  600  people  trying 
out  for  the  show  when  he  attempted 


to  get  on.  They  were  all  given  a  trivia 
test  which  eliminated  about  70  per¬ 
cent. 

He  then  went  on  to  play  the  game 
with  a  group  of  20.  “No  scores  were 
kept,  they  just  wanted  to  see  if  we 
would  have  the  guts  to  play.” 

About  two  and  a  half  months  later 
they  called  and  asked  him  to  appear 
on  their  show. 

He  won  the  first  night  and  went  on 
to  the  bonus  round  where  they  ask  10 
questions  to  be  answered  in  60  sec¬ 
onds. 

“I  answered  the  first  nine  questions 
very  quickly  and  had  20  seconds  left 
for  the  last  question  but  I  didn’t  know 
the  answer,”  he  said. 

The  question  he  missed  was,  “What 


was  the  capital  of  Delaware.”  When 
he  returned  home  to  his  Provo  apart¬ 
ment,  his  roommates  had  a  banner 
taped  across  the  doorway  of  his  apart¬ 
ment  reading:  “It’s  Dover,  Glen.” 

The  prize  he  missed  for  not  answer¬ 
ing  his  final  question  was  a  trip  to 
Europe. 

When  asked  what  he  intended  to  do 
with  the  cash  he  said,  “After  paying 
taxes,  tithing  and  subtracting  what  it 
cost  me  to  drive  to  Oregon,  I  figure  I 
have  about  $250  left  which  I’ll  proba¬ 
bly  just  put  in  the  bank.” 

Houghtaling  returned  to  the  game 
show  for  a  second  round  and  lost  by 
only  one  question. 

“It  was  kind  of  disappointing,”  said 
Houghtaling.  “It  was  fun  to  have  the 


little  money  I  had,  but  by  the  time  you 
pay  taxes  on  all  your  gifts  and  money, 
there’s  not  much  left. 

When  asked  if  he  would  try  out  for 
another  game  show  he  said,  “I  didn’t 
feel  that  happy  about  this  one  to  tell 
you  the  truth.  I  felt  disappointed  be¬ 
cause  it  was  my  chance  to  pay  off  my 
car,  keep  a  diamond  ring,  take  a  trip 
and  have  $2,000  in  cash.” 

He  added  that  he  wouldn’t  seek  out 
to  be  on  another  game  show  but  if 
there  were  area  searches  where  he 
was  he  would  probably  try  out. 

But  the  experience  was  not  entirely 
negative  for  him.  He  said  the  produc¬ 
ers  were  extremely  professional  and 
carefully  explained  the  taxes  on  the 
prizes.

The  Tribune  shows  Proposition  1 
passing  by  a  71-24  percent  ratio,  with 
5  percent  undecided. 

Without  the  exemption,  non-profit 
hospitals  and  nursing  homes  would 
pay  up  to  $10  million  annually  in  prop¬ 
erty  taxes  to  local  governments,  pro¬ 
ponents  say. 

Proposition  2  would  exempt  farm¬ 
ers  from  paying  property  tax  on  farm 
machinery,  and  according  to  both 
polls,  its  chances  of  passing  are  good. 

The  Salt  Lake  Tribune  has  voters 
favoring  the  proposal  by  a  54  to  37 
percent  margin  with  9  percent  unde¬ 
cided.  The  Deseret  News  shows  a 
60-26  percent  ratio  and  14  percent  un¬ 
decided. 

The  vote  in  favor  is  about  2  to  1  in 
rural  areas  of  the  state,  but  only 
about  50  percent  in  more  populated 
counties. 


The  third  measure  to  be  decided  on 
the  Nov.  4  ballot  shows  a  voter  dead¬ 
lock,  according  to  the  Salt  Lake  Tri¬ 
bune  poll.  The  survey  has  38  percent 
of  Utahns  in  favor  of  Proposition  3, 
with  34  percent  opposed  and  28  per¬ 
cent  undecided. 

The  Deseret  News  poll  shows  44 
percent  of  voters  favor  the  proposal, 
30  percent  oppose  and  26  percent  are 
undecided. 

Proposition  3  would  revise  the 
Utah  Constitution’s  Education  Arti¬ 
cle  to  “retain  a  public  education  sys¬ 
tem  and  establish  a  higher  education 
system.” 

Pollsters  said  the  proposal’s  many 
provisions  have  confused  some  voters 
and  disturbed  others. 

The  surveys  found  no  significant 
difference  in  the  voting  patterns  of 
Republicans,  Democrats  and  inde¬ 
pendents. 

Both  polls  also  claim  a  4  percent 
margin  of  error  that  may  account  for 
the  variance  of  the  two  surveys.

Both  candidates  for  District  67  of 
Utah’s  House  of  Representatives 


agree  that  taxes,  roads  and  education 
are  the  main  issues  of  their  cam¬ 
paigns. 

Drew  Daniels,  Democratic  candi¬ 
date  for  the  seat,  said  he  favors  ad¬ 
justing  the  tax  brackets  to  put  more 
responsibility  on  the  wealthy.  “The 
middle  class  pays  the  most  taxes  right 
now  and  that’s  not  fair,”  Daniels  said. 

Daniels  said  he  would  favor  an  in¬ 
come  tax  increase  but  not  a  property 
tax  increase. 

The  educational  system  has  lost  a 
lot  of  economic  base  and  could  use 
some  reforms,  according  to  Daniels,  a 
school  teacher. 

Daniels  said  he  would  fight  for 
smaller  classes,  current  technology, 
well-paid  and  highly-skilled  teachers 
and  effective  use  of  tax  monies. 

Half  of  Utah’s  highway  system  is 
ranked  as  “poor”  or  “very  poor,”  and 


cutting  money  from  the  road  funds  to 
balance  the  budget  is  not  the  answer, 
said  Daniels. 

W.  Robert  Phelps,  Republican  can¬ 
didate,  also  agrees  that  raising  prop¬ 
erty  taxes  is  not  a  good  idea. 

“I  believe  that  the  educational  sys¬ 
tem  needs  increased  financial  support 
and  I  would  accept  a  tax  increase  for 
that,  but  not  property  taxes,”  Phelps 
said. 

The  public  education  system  needs 
to  put  its  own  house  in  order  and  the 
legislature  needs  to  leave  more  deci¬ 
sions  to  the  administration,  according 
to  Phelps. 

A  gasoline  tax  of  3  cents  to  help  the 
highways  would  be  considered  by 
Phelps. 

“Most  people  don’t  realize  all  of  that 
tax  goes  toward  fixing  the  highways. 
It  would  raise  a  lot  of  money,”  he  said.

Diabetes  affects  one  out  of  every 
four  families  in  the  United  States,  and 
only  half  of  the  people  who  have  dia¬ 
betes  know  they  have  the  disease. 

According  to  an  American  Fork 
Hospital  news  release,  approxi¬ 
mately  80,000  people  in  Utah  have 
diabetes. 

“During  National  Diabetes  month, 
the  American  Fork  Hospital  will  be 
offering  free  diabetic  screenings  and 
handouts,  Wednesdays,  from  8-10 
a.m.,”  said  Vernita  Nuttall,  manager 
of  inservice  education  at  the  hospital. 

She  said  the  hospital  hopes  to  pro¬ 
mote  a  greater  awareness  of  a  disease 
that  is  highly  misunderstood  and 


largely  ignored  until  it  strikes. 

“Diabetes  is  the  third  leading  cause 
of  death  by  disease  in  the  U.S.,  fol¬ 
lowing  cancer  and  heart  attacks,”  said 
Debbie  Law,  public  relations  assis¬ 
tant. 

She  said  the  onset  of  diabetes  may 
either  be  sudden,  or  gradual  and  un- 
dramatic.  The  disease  may  not  be  di¬ 
agnosed  until  a  life-threatening  com¬ 
plication  has  developed. 

“When  the  body  does  not  produce 
or  properly  use  insulin,  the  resulting 
hormonal  imbalance  can  be  a  major 
•factor  contributing  to  heart  disease, 
blindness  and  kidney  trouble,”  said 
Law. 

The  warning  signs  of  diabetes  in¬ 
clude  frequent  urination,  extreme 
hunger,  easy  tiring,  fatigue  and 


weakness,  blurred  vision  or  any 
change  in  sight,  frequent  skin  infec¬ 
tions,  slow  healing  cuts  and  bruises, 
unusual  thirst,  rapid  weight  loss,  irri¬ 
tability,  nausea  and  vomiting,  tin¬ 
gling  or  numbness  in  legs,  feet  or  fin¬ 
gers,  itchy  skin  and  drowsiness. 

“Anyone  with  a  family  history  of 
diabetes  should  be  tested.  If  anyone  is 
exhibiting  the  symptoms  they  should 
also  be  tested,”  said  Nuttall. 

Those  who  are  tested  are  asked  to 
go  without  food  or  water  for  12  hours 
prior  to  testing  for  a  more  accurate 
blood  sugar  result. 

“The  results  will  be  phoned  to  the 
patient  the  same  day  and  a  copy  of  the 
results  is  sent  to  a  physician  of  the 
person’s  Choice,”  said  Law. 

She  added  that  if  diabetes  is  de¬ 
tected,  further  follow-up  with  a.  doc¬ 
tor  will  be  necessary. 

“There  is  no  cure  yet  for  the  disease 
that  puts  a  $14  billion  drain  on  the 


U.S.  economy  yearly.  However,  if 
properly  diagnosed,  it  can  be  con¬ 
trolled  with  proper  diet  and  exercise, 
medication  or  insulin  injections,  and 
by  a  strong  support  team,”  said  Law.

Future  of  Provo  railroad  station  looks  dim, 
city  wants  to  sell  before  Amtrak  levels  it 


Provo’s  railroad  station  may  be  de¬ 
molished  unless  a  buyer  can  be  found 
who  is  willing  to  spend  thousands  of 
dollars  to  move  and  to  restore  the 
station. 

Alpine  Wrecking  and  Salvage  has 
the  contract  to  demolish  the  building 
located  at  200  W.  600  South,  and  is 
looking  at  offers  to  buy  the  building. 


Denver-Rio  Grande  Western  Rail¬ 
road  Co.  owns  the  building  and  prop¬ 
erty,  and  wants  the  depot  removed. 

Part  of  the  station  is  currently  used 
by  Amtrak  for  two  stops  during  the 
day. 

About  five  people  get  off  and  five 
people  get  on  the  train  when  it  makes 
its  one  minute  stop  in  Provo,  accord¬ 


ing  to  Raylene  Ireland,  administra¬ 
tive  assistant  for  Provo’s  mayor. 

Amtrak  wants  to  build  a  smaller, 
more  modern  station.  It  would  be  a 
three-sided,  lighted  structure  with  a 
telephone  but  no  restrooms. 

The  station  has  been  in  Provo  since 
1910,  and  the  city  would  like  to  have 
the  building  restored.  However,  the 
city  has  no  authority.  In  the  last  three 
years  the  station  has  been  seriously 
vandalized. 

“There  is  no  way  to  protect  the 
building  from  the  vandalism,”  Ireland 
said.
